Penke was‘ yesterday taken from the city 
prison -here to the state penitentiary at 
Nabhville to serve a %-year sentence for 
the ki ling if Silas Hulin.

Fialin. the man whom he is accused of 
killing. ee, 

In spite of the fact that Hulin is alive, 
the supréme court has refused to interfere 
In-the case and the lower courts are unable 
to take Peake out of the hands of the au- 
thorities, even on a writ of habeas corpus. 
3t.is the strangest case in the dnnals of 
Tennessee, as there is no chance for free- 
@om for Peake except through the action 
of the governor who. if he sees fit, may 
Hardon him. : 

Hiulin. who is an aged trapper, has sig- 
pified his désire to serve the young man’s 
tet in prison, but of course no attention 

‘be paid to the offer. He says the 
kriowledge that a man is serving a sen- 
¢erice f6r hia murder, when lhe is alive and 
frée, is simply unbearable.

He said that he was not dead. He was 
on the streets often and attracted much 
attention.

Whe was the dead man? is now the quem 
tion. No one here is able to answer it. 
A crime has been committed. A man iden- 
tified by at least three hundred people 
Silas Hulin fell at the hands of Peake ; 

Peake says that he 
thought that he had killed Silas Hulm, as 
he had seen him several times. The only” 
solution is that the dead man was &@ tramp 
and that he was passing through the town 
and was killed by Peake.

Hulin states that 
he has never seen any one whom he 
thought resembled him and thus the matter 
stands. .

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.~—The extraordinary

When the: secretary of the New Jersey 
twin, Kenneth K. McLaren, was 
witness stand he swore that ho did not re- 
gember the names of its directors. 

The capital of the Corporation Trust Co. 
of New Jersey is stated to the $1000. No 
statement of the capita) of the Corpora- 
tion Trust: Co. of New Jersey is given in 
Monty's Manual, nor in any of the 
standard financial publications. 
“The offices of the New Jersey concern 
occupy the entire eight floors of the Com- 
mercial Trust Co. building in Jersey City.

He Has Drifted There. 


TRACED TO WACO, TEXAS 


Relatives Abandon False Clews in 
Hope That He Strayed Under 
Mental Aberration. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Mrs. Whitwell, 
the mother of William Scollay Whitwell. 
the Harvard athlete who disappeared on 
Feb. 26, said yesterday that his doubie 
had been found, as reported, in a Texas 
ranchman or a California hermit. She 
does not believe him to be in Europe, where 
some of his Harvard classmates think he 
has gone. 

Of all the clews that have been followed 
up only one seems to Mrs. W'hitwell to 
have been genuine. In her mind there is 
no doubt that he was in Waco, Tex., where 
he was se2n by two reputable men, his pho- 
tograph. having been identified by them. 
This was about a month after he left Har- 
vard, and he stated to the men he talked 
with that he was on his way to California. 
Somewhere.in that state his mother belie\eés 
him to. be. When he comes to himself she 
expects to hear from him, for, despite al! 
the disappointments that she has suffered, 
Mrs. Whitwell thinks that her son is stil! 
alive. She believes that he succumbed to 
overwork and wandered away, not realiz- 
ing what he was doing, but obeying an 
instinctive yearning for the west. . 

He was born in California and lived there 
up to the time he entered the St, Mark's 
School at Southboro, Mass., when he was 
a4 years of age. He has beén west several 
times eince then, is familiar with ranch life 
in California and with the mining regions 
in Idaho. At one time he was on the Cali- 
fornia ranch of Captain French, a relative 
‘of General French of the British army, 


If young hitwell did go to California, 
however,-he has gone to. none. of bis 
triends, as all have been notified and. would 
have sent word to hig family .if they had 
seen him.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
ELDORA, Io., Oct, 17.—Ebenezer S, Bly- 
denberger, who is accused of the mur- 
der of his third wife by poison, waived 


the preliminary hearing set for Oct. 14 
and was bound over in the sum of $10,000 
to await the action of the grandjury, 
which meets Tuesday. Bond was fur- 
nished and Blydenburg is at large. 

While the grandjury here will invegti- 
gate the death of the third wife, the rela- 
tives of his second wife are conducting an 
investigation back at his former home and 
propose to exhume the body to determine 
what caused her death. 

Blydenburg was formerly a resident of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and later moved to Bry- 
an, O. He has been a resident of this city 
14 months, He was married to Miss Jea- 
nie Roseborough of Hardin County, Iowa, 
Oct, 10, 1902, by the Rev. J. F. Black. 
She died May 29 last, and the charge of 
poisoning has just been brought at the 
instigation of the wife’s sisters. His 
wife was the owner of 240 acres of land 
near this city and it is the settlement of 
the estate which caused the investigation 
that brought about Blydenburg’s arrest.

The imperial Japanese Commigsioner-Gen- 
eral for the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
Mr. Seuchi Tegima, and his secretary, Mr. 
N. Kanzaki, are in St. Louis. 

They are going to have a very interest- 
ing exhibit at the World's Fair, and while 
they are planning for this very interesting 
exhibit, St. Louis and St. Louisans are very 
interteting to them, I talked to them in 
the World's Fair secretary's office at the 
Administration building. They told me of 
their plans, of the exhibit they will have, 
and of their impressions of St. Louis. 

They were fellow passengers with me on 
an Olive street car en route to the Admin- 
istration building. 1 studied them very 
closely, and wanted to speak to them. Had 
they been Americans I would have intro- 
duced myself and commenced my interview 
on the gar, but not knowing the Japanese 
street car etiquette, I waited until I could 
be formally introduced by Mr. Hardee. 


The elder of the two men, who I after 
wards learned was Mr. Tegima, sat oppo- 
site me, dnd I watched him closely. He is 
small and slender, and seems to be of a 
very retiring disposition. His hair is cut 
close to his head‘and gray at the temples. 
His brown eyes have a miid, kindly ex- 
pression. 

He was dressed in a black sult, just like 
that of a well-cressed American business 
man; he wore a black four-in-hand tle. 
He impressed me as being a  dignifiea, 
scholarly gentleman, who would be exact 
and: punctual in all his engagements and 
expect the same from others; a man who 
would be just in his judgement of others. 


His secretary, Mr. Kanzaki, was sitting 
in the next to the last seat of the car, 
leisurely smoking a Havana. He puffed 
clouds of smoke toward the ceiling and 
watched them form rings. He was the pic- 
ture of contentment, at peace with the 
Werld's Fair authorities and the whole 
world. He is younger and fleshier than Mr. 
Tegima and a little taller; but neither one 
would measure over five feet in height. 

Mr. Kanzaki impressed me as a pleasure- 
‘foving gentleman. His brown eyes twinkled 
with good humor and he notices everybody 
and everything around him. I was very 
favorably impressed with both gentlemen 
before I had talked with them. Their gal- 
lantry and affability quite assured me, and 
1 asked questions to my heart's content.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The Alaska boundary 
commission today reached an agreement 
whereby all the American contentions are 
sustained with the exception of those in 


4 relation to the Portland canal, which Can- 


ada wins. ; 

All that now remains to be done is for 
the commissioners to affix their signatures 
to the decision and complete the map 
which will accompany it. On the map will 
be marked the boundary line definitely fix- 
ing the division of American and British 
territory on such a basis that no American 
citizen will lose a foot of land he already 
believed he held, while ‘the United States 
will get all the. waterways to the rich 
jAlaskan territory with the exception of the 
Portland canal, which gives Canada the one 
cutlet she so much needed. 

The long standing dispute was only set- 
tled after a week of keen, trying, secret 
deliberation between the arbitrators. Even 
up to noon today there was an acute pos- 
sibility that a diseagreement might result 
and the whole proceedings fall to the 
ground.

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Drumming Up Interest in the Exposition, 


Barrett Personally 


Talked With Kings 


and Queens Seidom Seen by an Alien 
in Oriental Lands. 


When the commissioners of the St. Lous 
Exposition started out on their foreign 
missions to “drum up” interest for that 
colossal wor d's show, they pointed straight 


for the crowned heads of Europe and Asia. 
They scouted all preconceived notions that 
there {ts a “divinity that doth hedge a 
king,” and carried Yankee enterprise into 
the throne-room. 

The first commissioner of the Exposition 
to storm the courts of the old world was 
John Barrett. Backed by ten years’ ex- 
perience in Asia, Mr. Barrett crossed the 
Pacific. and knocked at the doors of the 
hermit Fmperors of the East. He has just 
returned from his 45.000 mile pilgrimage 


and is now in the city preparing for his | 
departure to the Argentine, to which coun- | 


try he has recently been appointed United 
States Ambassador. 

Mr. Barrett easily impresses an auditor 
with his acumen and earreastness. A tall, 
well-put-up Vermonter, 
eye, high-browed, smooth-faced, with 
small. firm mouth. a chin suggestive of 
strength, a nose indicative of aggressive- 
ness. He speaks from the mind; his voice, 
strong and pénetrating, takes a natural 
oratorical tone, whether familiarly chat- 
ting over trifies or debating matters of 
weight. What he says is outspoken, and 
all he says may!be listened to by those who 
will. ‘ 

When Mr. Barrett left for the Fast he re- 
alized the difficulty of the work set out 
for him by the President of the Exposition. 
He knew that the pfotentates of the 
lethargic East had no disposition to partic- 
ipate in the Worid’s Fair. in fact, to his 
knowledge several had actually declined. 
He was aware that Japan was in the 
threes of an expensive and not very suc- 
cessful “exposition at Osaka; he knew that 
their experience at Paris had not been sat- 
isfactory to the manufacturers of the em- 
pire, und he knew, too, that al) Asiatic 
trade and political interests were influ- 
enced by the quiet opposition of the Euro- 
peani. fesidents, jealous of our growing 
commercial rivalry in the East, minimizing, 
as only they we!l knew how, the !mport- 
ance of the St. Louis Expo8'tion. He fully 
understood, too, the depleted condition of 
the finances of China, struggiing under a 
heavy war indemnity. But despite the dif- 
ficulty of the task before him Commission- 
er Barrett has swung around the circult

and returned with the pledges of every na- 
tion in Asia and promised appropriations 
for World's Fair exhibits exceeding the 
sum of two and a quarter m lon dollars. 

To accomplish this feat Minister Barrett 
engaged the confidence and co-operation of 
every Emperor and King in the East, meet- 
ing them personaly and presenting to them 
the far-reaching importance of thelr rep- 
resentation at the great world’s show at 
St. Louis. . 

This is  Rarrett’s story of how he met 
some of the eastern potentates, and how 
they impressed him: 

“It was my bellef that when the Japan- 
ese governmemt and the leading statesmen, 
irrespective of party and business interests, 
understood the character and magnitude 
of the St. Louis World's Fair and appre- 
clated the political and commercial ad- 
vantages that must result from participa- 
tion, they would decide to make not only 
a comprehensive exhibit, but the greatest 
that they have ever made fin any exposi- 
tion. I had such faith in the political 
'wisdom of th: government and the com- 
|/mercial sagacity of the business men of 
the country ttat it only required a demon- 
stration of tlre benefits to be derived to 
'mako them retonsider their original declin- 
ations. For that purpose I[ sought an 
audience with the Emperor. Soon after my 
'arrival in Tokio the United States min- 
ister asked fot an audience with the Em- 
| peror, at which he might present me. The 
| Emperor gran ed the audience and this at 
| once gave a standing throughoyt all Japan 
| to a question which had before not re- 
ceived much consideration. The HKmperor 
is loved and admired by all his subjects, 
and his personality is so sacred that any 
movement he recognizes is sure tO reoelve 
recognition and support. 

“The Emperor is a man who would be 
picked out at once in any assemblage of 
nen a8 possessing exceptional] force and 
character and as a natural leader of men. 
His bearing is dignified and soldierly, in 
stature he seems larger than the average 
Japanese, and his manner is one that in- 
vites confidence and respect. He appears 
to take a personal interest in each one pre- 
sented to him, and by the brief observa- 
tions he made he is apparently conversant 
with the international proplems of the day. 
His questions are made of the conventiona} 
nature, though his real tnterest in the suD- 
jest under discussion is made manifest.

eral farming and fruit raising. Of the re- 
maining 40 or 45 per cent of the country, 
one-half may be designated as hil! coun- 
try, the balance being rough mountain 
country, too broken and precipitous for 
convenient or profitable cultivation. 


Riches Under and 


on Top Mountains. 

But beneath these mountains is con- 
cealed the greatest riches of the district, 
while on their tops is wealth nearly as 
enormous. The riches beneath the surface 
consist of zinc, lead, iron and coal, while 
the wealth on top of the mountains is 
found in the great yellow pine and other 
forest trees. Thousands of feet of lumber 
daily are turned out from the saw mills 
in the various sections whi-e the output 
of the mining district runs up into the 
millions annually. 

With this great wealth to draw upon and 
with the great variety of industries repre- 
sented, it seems that the Ozark region 
should furnish the most interesting exhibit 
in the state. The only reason why such an 
exhibit is not already being. prepared Is 
because the residents of the district are not 
familiar with exposition making and 
do not know how to go about the work. 
What they need is some one to give them a 
start. 

But the men of the Ozarks are on the 
lookout and are seeking information and 
a Moses to lead them into the promised 
land of expositions. One of the sources 
from which they are seeking infoprmation 
is Mr. A. B. Hulit of Springfield, repre- 
sentative at the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition of the National Angora Goat Breed- 
ers’ Association. He has received numer- 
ous communications asking for information 
as to the best course to pursue, and he 
has already submitted these communica- 
tions to the Missouri commission. 


Mr. HiIulit suggests inasmuch as the 
Ozarks are so closely tributary to St. Louis 
the commercial bodies of this city take 
the matter up and go to the assistance of 
the Ozarks. He suggests that if a com- 
mittee of one from each of St. Louis’ com- 
mercial bodies could be named to co-oper- 
ate with the miners, merchants, fruit grow- 
ers and other business men of the Ozarks

An elevation of 1300 to 1700 feet gen- 
erally brings precipitation with every: pre- 
vailing wind. Here in the Ozarks it comes 
almost with the regularity of the tide. [ 
suppose 387 inches is a fair estimate of the 
annual rainfall on the “Ozark Uplift.”’

‘There is plenty of soil in these counties 
and it differs in character and quality as in 
every other country. But it must be saia 
to the credit of the Ozark reg'on that there 
are no sterile and unproductive districts 
within the bounds of the country reviewed 


in these columns. Beginning with Craw- 
ford County, some 80 mies west of St. 
Louis, the Frisco railroad runs along the 
crést_ of the great Ozark divide nearly 200 
miles to the city of Springfield. The coun- 
try Immediately along this part of the line 
is mostly smooth or gracefully undulating, 
and the superficia! soils are mostly s'licious 
cays and maris of grayish cast, generally 
underlaid with a rich red clay subsoil. 
These soils are very retentive and with 
anything like good handling produce fine 
crops of grass, hay, gra'n, vegetables and 
fruits, and with the adoption of clover as a 
rotation crop are capable of a high state 
of cultivation. There are large areas of red 
land in ail these counties, the soils of which 
are practical.y indestruct'ble. All these 
counties are well suited to mixed or variety 
farming. 


“There is good grazing in the greater 
part of this country. A short, fine curly 


grass, akin to the buffalo grass of the 


plains, and blue stem abound, adding 
materially to the grazing capacity. Mixed 
with these are half a dozen other wild 
a with an endless variety of wild 
owering plants and weeds to swell the 
volume of grazing herbage.’ 

for goats. Most of the woodlands are 
comparatively free of undergrowth, so 
that there is practically free open range 
for the flocks and herds. Absence of 
poisonous vegetation and the freedom in 
the wild country from goat-killing wild 
animals is a very encouraging feature of 
this section. These are primary condi- 
tions with careful flock masters, who 
venture with hesitation Into the land of 
me wolf, coyote, bob-cat or mountain 
on. 

“Goats are in all these 25 counties, 
from 500 to 3000 in each county. and they 
have proven that they not only live but 
thrive there. ~The footing is splendid: 
these high rolling plateaus and hills are, 
indeed, a paradise for goats. The native 
flocks are composed largely of the non- 
shearing breed, but in late years many 
flocks of Angoras have been introduced. 
The abundance of brush lands guaran- 
tees a never failing spring, summer and 
late into the fall feed. 

“The Ozarks offer to stock growers a 
combination of favorable conditions nut to 
be found fn any other section. The climate, 
soil and surface are admirably a:dapted to 
the grazing and development of ail kirds of 
live stock after the voung timber and trush 
have been cleared off. In norse herding the 
country should equal Kentucky. Mules are 
raised to perfection, grow large and strorg. 
Cattle do wel) and are found everywhere; 
likewise sheep. But hogs are the main 
stay. The tame grasses, clover and biuve 
grass, with the wonderful amount of mast 
raised enable one to produce hogs very 
cheaply. 


Ozark a Great 
Fruit Region. 


‘‘Missour! has a national_reputation as 
the leading fruit state. She has now more 


than twenty million bearing apple trees, a 
much larger number than any other state 
in the union. The lower Ozark slope of 
South Missouri ts acknowledged to be the 
best frult-growing region v the United 
States, ‘the home of the ch” and “‘the 
land of the big red anple.” A well-known 
fruit farm of this region produced from 1% 
acres, in 1992, 27,400 crates of peaches, which 
sold on track at $1.25 each; the net profit 
was $40,048.25, or an average of $210.75 per 
acre 

“All these industries would and could 
be represented in an exhibit of the Ozarks 
and the region, being so close to St. Loui®*, 
would doubtless be visited during the Fair 
by thousands of pergons. What should be 
looked after as much as any one feature 
of the exhibit would be the proper distri- 
bution of Hterature of the right sort. To- 
day all of the literature sent out is what 
‘s known as “boom” matter, prep2id, pre- 
pared by land agents. This is not the kind 
of literature needed. The matter eshould 
be prepared with the greatest care and con- 
tain absolutely nothing but facts. When 
persons come to see the Ozarks they 
should find the country just as represent- 
ed.

As the users of the posts always exclaim, 
“God bless the Duke of Argyle!" so will 
the mountaineer farmers of future genera- 
tions, viewing his verdant and perpendicu- 
lar patch, exclaim, “God biess the Duke 
of Athol.”’ 

For, owing to a happy invention of his 
grace of Athol, those precipitous hillsides 
formerly left barren or given over to coarse 
weeds, may be made to produce rich crops. 
The method of the duke is to loan an oid 
cannon or shotgun with the seed to be 
planted, and fire it at the hillside. It ts a 
great idea.

Virginia Harned in “Iris,” 

Virginia Harned will be at the Olympic 
temorrow night in the Pinero play, ‘‘Iris.”’ 
This will be Mies Harned’s second St. Lous 
appearance in the play. She is the Iris 
Bellamy of the play, and the play is the 
creation ef the man who has given us 
“The Second Mrs. Tanqueray’’ and ‘The 
Notorious Mrs. Bbbemith.”” Pinero is re- 
garded by many author.ties as being the 
foremost of EXngland’s present-day play- 
wrights. He does not write plays for chil- 
dren. He has not sent us one that Has 
not had a very mellow morale. 

Moralists who insist that audiences must 
be fed with sugar candy amd sprinkled 
daintlily with rosewater may complain of 
“Iris."" It is not amiss to say that Mr. 
Pinero, the author, is regarded by 
many of the same critics as a 
profound moralist himeelf, as well as a 
literary artist, and h's work ts sometimes 
eald to have a serious purpese. Perhaps 
this serious purpose is to make money. The 
play is realistic, probably the most crue! 
and heartless that bas ever been seen in 
thig country. What it teaches is a prob- 
lem something like hew old is Ann? 

Mr. Pinero is adept in the use of the 


ar ee 


Whatever may be said for or against ‘‘Iris’’ 
the story of the play is naturally told with 
irresistible interest to the end. There must, 
of course, be flashes of Pinero wit and 
rony in the text. Mr. Pinero writes of 
social] conditions as he believes them to 
‘xist in England. Whether modern condi- 
tions are in fact such as Mr. Pinero de- 
picts them in “‘Iris’’ rema‘ns to be seen— 
that is, it ls for persons seeing the play. 
who must judge for themselves. It has the 
relentlessness of tragedy and comparatively 


littie pathos. Mr. Pinero has written other 
problem plays, particularly ‘‘The Second 
‘Mrs. Tanqueray.’’ In the picture of retri- 
| bution that awaits the woman who has 
‘led the life of Paula Tanquerny and tries 
to step out of it, “Iris’’ is the picture of 
how a good woman, but weak, is drawn 
into that life. ‘“‘The Notorious Mrs. BEbb- 
gmith,’’ another of Mr. Pinero’s plays, 
stands on rather a different footing from 
either of these two, because apart from 
its pictures of social conditions, it has the 
human tragedy of the hopeless struggle of 
a woman trying to hold the man who no 
longer loves her. Moreover, Mrs. Ebb- 
smith represents the destruction of a fine, 
noble personality, and has in ft much of 
genuine tragedy. “Iris,”’ on the contrary, 
is said to be all mercilessly true—probably 
too true in ite living, Dreathng pcture of 
the weak and sordid. Miss Harned has won 
much praise in the impersonation of Mr. 
Pinero’s heroine.

December she was given indeed consider- 
able pratee for her impersonation of the 
character of Iris Bellamy.

.ntonius, Fra Giovanni Angelico and 
“ra Domenico Buomiscini, the unfortunate 
companion of Savonarola, cama to the sor- 
rows of the world and to the light of his- 
tory. The Church of San Domenico is rch 
in works of art and historica) rem'nis- 
cences, dating from the fifteenth century 
From the church a little narrow lane takes 
the visitor to the Badia Fisolanu, built 
near the tomb of the martyr, and Bishop 
St. Romulus, where Picodella Mirandol, 
worked at his exposition of Genesis, and 
Cardinal Medici, afterward Pope Leo X, 
took the purple garments. 

Near the villa Papiniano is the “Rirose de 
Vescovi,”’ where the bishops of Tiesole, re- 
turning from Florence, used to stop abd 
vccept refreshments from the monks, leay- 
ing their carriages and’ making the steep 
ascent to Tiesole with oxen chariots, which 
the monks offered them.

That at least is the majority opinion of the St. Louig football coaches. 

Instead of the sweeping changes that were predicted prior to the opening ef the 
season, it is the opinion of local catches that football this year is so much like that 
of last year that the averige follower of the game from the sidelines would not note 
the difference save in the changed marking of the field. 

It is the prevailing opinion here ‘hat the rules have fallen short of their mark and 
the net result'has been te handicap rather than improve the game. 

The advent of open play has not diminished the tendency te receive hard 
knocks, but has merely deprived strong teams of several methods of gaining 
ground within certain territorial limits. 

Qne or two minor rules have worked well, but in the essential features and those 
exprcted to work the changes, results, where there have been any, have been against 
progressive ideas of the game.

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POTATO CULTURE IN GERMANY 
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With Fertilizers the German Farmer 
Grows About 200 Bushels 
to the Acre. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch | 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The opposition 
to the Cuban treaty on the part ol people 
in the fruit growing sections of the United 
States may be excused on the ground of 
personai interest in the possible future de- 
velopment of Cuban trade. The planters 
in the island are looking forward to an ex- 
tensive increase in the area devoted to 
fruit production so soon 4s favorable trade 
relations are established with the United 
States. Cuba is favored by shortness of 
distance and the very high character of its 
products and an example is at hand in tte 
island of Jamaica, which has been saved 
from bankruptcy by encouraging the trade 
in fruits. This trade now constitutes W 
per cent of the Jamaican exports, for even 
the immense amount of sugar shipped from 
there never exceeds 10 per cent of the ex- 
port trade. 

The consumption of tropical frults in the 
United States has developed in an extraor- 
dinary manner, for during the past fiscal 
_ year the United States bought from foreign 
countries about 2 million dollars’ worth, 
while 30 years ago the importations amount- 
ed to less than half that amount. In 1870 
only $7,000,000 worth of tropical fruits were 
bought*by the American people. The im- 

wits of bananas alone into the United 
states in ifv2 amounted to more than the 
total imports of fruits in the year men- 
tion. Tnese now come from the British 
West Indies, Central America, Cuba and 
ltaiy, the imports from italy alone amount- 
ing to Over $0,000,00U. Li italy can send 33,- 
00u,000 Worth of lemons to the United States 
in a single year, the ©Ouban planters believe 
that they can successfully compete and 
secure a iarge pari if not ail of this Itallan 
trade.

oranges from Spain and lemons from 
Jialy. Russia’s truit trade is with Italy 
and, in fact, nearly all of tie HNuropean 
countries depend upon Spain and italy for 
their tropical fruits. Consul Bartiemun, at 
Cadiz in Spain, seems to think that the 
California and Florida industries can be 
@0 encouraged as to supply the home mar- 
ket and that there is no reason why at 
gome no. distant day in the future the 
United States should not become an ex- 
porter of orunges and lemons. Cuba will 
undoubtedly share im this future prosperity 
and become less and less dependent upon 
Sugar and tobacco for her income. 

Consul Monaghan in writing of the Ger- 
gman opinion ot Oriental trade does not 
find much enthusiasm among the German 
manufacturers over their possible increase 
of business in that direction. The Ameri- 
can consul concludes that the difficulty has 
been in securing reliable commercial rep- 
resentatives. An organ of the German ex- 
port trade in discussing this matter makes 
geome observations which may be of value, 
or at least of interest to American firms 
" contemplating representation in the scram- 
wie for the trade of the Orient.

Perhaps the most encour- 
aging fact of all is the sound common 
sense with which the business man is com- 
ing to recognize the country’s changed po- 
sition, and the courage and equanimity with 
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which he faces it. There is no illusion in 
this picture. No “‘new precedents’’ are ap- 


nealed to; the precedents now popular are | 


as old as human - industry. Every one 


knows which we must pin to for the future | 


—the rules of honest trade and financial 
prudence, oer the necromancy of ‘“under- 
writine syndicates.”’ 

There is, in fact. a consoling aspect even 
in the sordid discoveries at inquests on 
such dead swindles as the shipvard trust 
FEivervone knows these products of the 
“boom” for what they are, and is. not 
likely hereafter to be misled in his busi- 
ness theories. The police has not yet fully 
realized, in fact, how great its own change 
of mind has been. Today the supreme 
court might give free tield for combination, 
without let or hindrance, to the promoting 
bankers, and we should have no southern 
or eastern securities. No half dozen finan- 
cilers would get contro] of all the railways 
of the United States. This might come in 
the future, but it would be a very distant 
future. Promoters engaged today in stop- 
ping widening cracks and bracing tottering 
walls, need not be watched for fear they 
will build on three or four extra stories. 
Nor, on the other hand, will our Wall 
street gourmands, still writing in their oc- 
casional recurrent fits of indigestion, be 
ready for some time yet for another mam- 
moth banquet. Incidentally, the community 
is beginning to recognize its debt of grati- 
tude to the public officers who impulaively 
stopped the process when it was still in 
contemplation. To one who surveys the 
present status of the industrial combina- 
tions. the thourcht of what might have hap- 
pened if the promoter’s hand had been lald 
with similar success on the railway indus- 
try, is overwhelming.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The bears became 
less solicitous today to cover their short 
contracts aha ceased to buy alter & biel 
rally. The sellers allowed prices to slip 
back to about last night's close, at which 
point there was a marked decrease in the 
volume of business, with the nivvement of 
the market brought practically to a stand- 
still. Ihe market for the rest of the day 
was somewhat hesitating and irregular. An 
advance of about a point in Amalgamated 
Copper, United States Steel pfd. and Union 
Pacific had a reassuring effect and steadied 
the market, but failed to lift it to a ma- 
terially higher level. 

A number of industrials, which had suf- 
fered violent losses during the week, made 
sharp recovery and the high-priced coaiers 
were marked up several points at a time 
on the profess confidence that aeccumula- 
tions of ateam sizes of anthracite are be- 
ing worked off. The bank statement was 
regarded as favorable. The further con- 
traction in loans is a satisfactory develop- 
ment and the small deciine in cash re- 
serves in face of the apparent gain by the 
banks on the week's currency movement Is 
attributed to poss'ble withdraw.sls by the 
trust companies. The market did not hold 
and closed easy but dull. 

The week's decrease in bank clearings

Thus the unsettlement on the Pittsbure 
stock exchange hae been reflected on the 
New York exchange. The prospect of the 
passing of dividends on the Criecitble Stee!

But the 
present movement awakens the fear that 
their continuance is to be HMmited to these 
necessities, and that curtailment is in view. 
This fear has had its clearest refiection in 
the weakness of stocks of railroad equip- 
ment companies and the close affillation of 
these with the iron and stee) trade has ag- 
gravated their weakness. Rumors of heavy 
cancellations of orders in various lines of 
railroad equipment have played their part 
tn the week's operations in stocks. These 
prospects have directed attention to the 
labor outlook, which is viewed with appre- 
hension in Wall street. The troubles in the 
structural steel trade are attributed in a 
large degree to the tyigg up of building op- 
erations by strikes in New York and other 
large cities. The intended reduction of 
forces in the steel works indicate the re- 
actionary effect of this cutting off of im- 
portant consumption. 

With the reduction of working forces on 
railrov4s the economic probiem of reduc- 
tion of consumption growing out of stop- 
page of wages gains increasing weight in 
the consideration of the outlook. 

The sentimental effect of the United States 
shipbuilding proceedings upon the stock 
market would be difficult to estimate, There 
is no difficulty for the well informed to 
make discriminating judgment among the 
many industrial securities in the market, 
and there is no disposition in such quarters 
to view the Ship Building instance as other 
than an extreme fllustration of the abuses 
in the recent “trust formations.” It is 
recognized that the Ship Building episode 
has. focused public: attention upon the 
typical abuses of recent promotion and 
underwriting to a degree never before 
reached, and the financlal world is in dread 
of the effect of this public instruction 
upon the demand for this class of such se- 
curities, both present and future.

TRUST STOCKS ARE WEAK 


The Money Sent to Move the Crops 
Has Not Returned, but Rates 
Are Some Easier.

The erratic action of Transit has been 
clearly the feature of the past week in the 
local stock market. With a fairly \firm 


start for the week, the bottom seemed to 
drop out at Thursday’s call. Inquiry among 
those who are generally suuposed to be 
most thoroughly conversant with the Tran- 
sit company's affairs did not’ give any 
tingible reason for the sharp deciine. lt 
was true that New York was in a position 
where securities of a like nature were drop- 
ping by large fractions, but nothing de- 
veloped locally which would account for 
the slump in the local situation, 

There was not a business hour during the 
early part of the week that 1 was not 
asked, ‘‘What is the matter with Transit?’ 
by those who are usually supposed to be 
in touch with the situation. The answer to 
their inquiry was purely to the effect thai 
nothing had appeared on the surface which 
gave a plausible reason for the sudden 


. Louls stock market does not ad- 
mit of a ‘“‘short interest” in the same nu- 
ture that New York handles the stock mar- 
ket, but there were evidences that some 
brokers were figuring on taking advantage 
of the situation to sell stocks short. 

What the outcome will be on the Transit 
stock situation is, naturally, purely a mat- 
ter of conjecture. There is no “loam crowd’’ 
in this market and some quiet hints have 
been handed around that some brokers 
have gone short on stock which they will 
have some dificulty in delivering. 

The bare statement that the Transit earn- 
ings have shown a thoroughly satisfactory 
increase has been current, and the quiet 
tip is that the annual statement of the 
company will show a snug amount earned 
above all fixed charges, but it still re- 
mains that no authoritative statement has 
been issued from the company offices as to 
how much net earnings the corporation 
will turn in at the end of the year. 

The action of the United Railways pre- 
ferred is equally hard to solve. This stock 
is an underlying Transit stock, and so far 
has never defaulted in any of its fixed 
charges. The dividend on the preferred 
stock has never defaulted and the interest 
on the bonds has been promptly paid and 
the transit company has unissued bonds 
which it is authorized to sell to pay any 
deficit on fixed charges. Under ordinary 
circumstances there is no reason for the 
drop in the preferred issue which took 
place —— the past week. 

With the late strength in the New York 
market there are many reasons for the 
St. Louis investors having a .ay of hope 
that conditions may soon change and that 
their Habilities account may be transferred 
to the asset side of the ledger. 

Starting the week with a sale of Transit 
at $15.26 the market declined steadily until 
the low price since 19) was reached,$12.62* 
There were liberal transactions on the de- 
cline and the buying had some of the ele- 
ments of inside absorption. The general 
Gaaracter of the sales rather indicated 
that insiders were taking the stock on the 
decline. The close of the week was fairly 
Strong, sales being made at $15 and a 
Strong demand being apparent at the close 
at $14.75. 

United Railways preferred opened the 
week with sales at sel and followed the lead 
of Trunsit down to $58.50 on Thursday, re- 
covering sharply iater and showing sales 
on Saturday up to $61.60, with a larger 
amount bid at the close.

BATTLEFELD WHF | 
CLAIMS MS HERITAGE 


Little Indian Girl Found After a. 
Fight at Pine Ridge 
Agency. 


TRUE STORY OF MASSACRE 


Child, Shielded aa Bodies of Five 
Dead Squaws, Survived Terrible 
Blizzard That Followed. 


GREAT FALIA&, Mont., Oct. 17.—A letter 
just recelved by Capt George F. Bartlett 
reveats hitherto unknown incidents attend- 
ant upon the famous battle of Wounded 
Knee, and tells an interestmg romance of 
Lost Bird, a wee baby girl found among 
the dyirg. 

, The letter is from the wife of Gen. Colby 
of Washington, who wrote to obtain evi- 
dence which will establish a young Indian 
girl's relationship to the Sioux that she 
may claim 160 acres of land as allotted by 
the government to members of her tribe. 

The Indian girl's name is Kitka-lannunl, 
meaning Lost Bird, and she wae the only 
one left ave on the battlefield on the Pine 
Ridge agency. Capt. Bartiett formerly had 
a trading store on the battleground, or 
‘‘massacre’”’ ground, as he h.mself states. 

“At the time of the massacre,"’ said Capt. 
Bartlett, “I was acting captain of the In- 
dian police. Big Foot and a band of his 
people, hearing of the coming of the Indian 
Messiah, came down from the northern 


the unthinking | 


part of Dakota to the Pine Ridge agency 
to take part in the ghost dance, which 
was then stirring up all the Indians in the 
West. T dance reached such a stage 


‘that the settlers became afraid of an out- 


break, and government troops were rushed 
into that country from every direction to 
quell the impending disturbance. 

“About 200 soldiers corralled the band 
under Big Foot at my store and partly dis- 
armed them. The Indians, their families 
and belongings were closely huddled to- 
gether, while the soldiers kept guard, being 
lined up in the shape of a horseshoe, with 
the Indians fm the center. It was the Sev- 
enth regiment, the one that had been near- 
ly wiped out of existence at the time of the 
Custer massacre, and, needless to say, they 
were only too anxious to take revenge on 
any Indian that might cross their path. 


Surely Some 
One Blundered. 


“On the following morning, Dec. 29, 189¢, 
as the soldiers lay on their arms, some- 


thing happened that turned the day into 
one of murder. A young buck, crazed 
from the ghost dance, suddeniy arose in 
the midst of the #0 Indians, discharged a 
riffie and at the same time threw a hand- 
ful of earth into the air. Then someone 
biundered and 400 indians and forty sol- 
diers paid with their lives the penaity of 
that awful mistake. 

“I was on a hiil where I could see the 
entire balitiefield. The indians at first were 
amazed, then the braver of them, with a 
lew guns at their command, tried to fight 
back. This, however, was useless. Uncle 
Sam's soldier pare unmercitully mowed 
down the Shoux 

‘The Indians, seeing that they were go- 
ing to death, met it with the stoiciesm of 
their race, Men, women and children nud- 
died together, drew their blankets over 
their heads and ca’m'y awaited the mis- 
siies of death from thir protectors’ guns. 
The soldiers mn both sides of the horse- 
shoe formaiiion began to fall trom the ter- 
rific crossfire of their own guns, and, mis- 
taking this as coming from the Indians, 
7. up their work of destnuictinn. 

last about one hundred Indians, 
all roiee there were left of the tribe, 
broke for the opening in the horseshoe 
and fled for their lives. The Hotchkiss 
was trained on their fleeing forms, and 
the victorious soldiers, as if performing 
their daily practice, cut them down by 
the dozens as they vainly tried to reacn 
the hills and safety. 

“The sight was too much for me, and 
I turned to ride around the camp on 
my way back to the agency to tel 
story to the general in command. On 
the way I met a half-dressed lad, about 
11 years of age, dying on the cold 
ground with a bullet hole through his 
thigh. Beside him lay a full RE yee 
Indian, dead. both his eyes shot out. The 
boy recognized me and called me to 
him. I went to his side and he told me

Wife of Astronomer Flammarion and 
Baroness von Suttner, Daughter 
of a Bohemian Count.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Two conspicuous figures 
at the recent international peace congress 
fm Rouen were Mrs. Camille Flammarion, 
the wife of the eminent French astrono- 
mer. and Baroness Bertha von Suttner. 

Mre. Fiammarion long interested herself 
fm the pursuits of her husband at the Parts 
Observatory, when she took up the peace 
eause, and has worked valiantly for it evr 
since. 

In 1896 she was one of the founders and 
vice-presidents of the International League 
af Women for General Disarmament. in 
1899 she founded the Association of Peace 
and Disarmament by the Women. Among 
the members of this latter society are two 

tnarket women of the great Halles of 
Paris. who go about in the suburbs preacn- 
ge the words of peace, “Thou shalt not 
eit.”" 

Baroness von Suttner is the daughter of 
Marshal Count Kirrhy, and was born in 
Prague in 1343. Her uncles were generals, 
and one of her ancestors was the warlike 
poet. Theodore Kerner. 

She was betrothed in yovth to Pr'nce 
Adolf Wittgenstein. but his death in Amer- 
fea put an end to 2 prospective princely 
Gnion. In 1876 she married the man slice 
feved. Baron Grundacca von Suttner

N 1882 I made a discussion of Brewer's table giving for each year 
between 1843 and 1883 the number of horses capable of making 
various speeds, beginning with 2:30. In 1883 one horse could 


make this speed. The number of horses capable of making this speed 
or better, gradually increased to 10 in 1852 and to 1700 in 1882. When 
the numbers for each year were platted on a time axis, a curve was. 
constructed, showing how horses of this class had increased in number 
through this interval. This curve was found to be a logarithmic curve. 
It is a curve which starts from zero in the infinite past. Before fie 
first horse of this class appeared, the number of horses capable of this 
speed was less than one, but it was more than zero. The speed was 
potentially present in the stock, before it found concrete representation 
in the first horse of his class. The curve was somewhat jagged, but a 
smooth curve which most nearly represented the entire record of 
horses of this class, was easily drawn by well-known methods. In this 
and in sscessive curves for higher speeds, it was found that the pioneer 
horse usually existed for from six months to two years before 
he made the record. Such horses‘seem to be held back for a longer 
time than is the case with horses of this class, aftzr the speed has be- 
or better, gradually increased to 10 in 1852, and to 1700 in 1882. When 
any given speed, as 2:20, 2:18, etc., appeared.

The curve is approach 
ing, but will never really reach the heavy black line at the bottom, 
which represents the limiting speed of 98 seconds to the mile. 


The points surrounded by small circles represent the individual 
records made by horses who have broken the record. In 1892 Nancy 
Hanks made three records, the first of which was with the old high- 
wheeled sulky. This speed was very close to the predicted speed. The 
other records were in advance of the prediction. These records were 
made with the new bicycle wheel with ball bearings. 

Prior to 1892 the old sulky had been considerably improved. Since 
that time it has been neglected. I think this gradual change in run. 
ning gear, as well as the sudden change in 1892, ought to be considered 
a part of the problem. In a few years the horse when legitimately 
tested will in all probability do very close to whav was predicted in 
1882. At present the horse is slightly ahead of the predicted speed. 

I do not regard the recent performances of Lou Dillon and Major 
Delmar as in any sense legitimate in comvarison with those of former 
horses.

“The effect of ball bearings, the pneumatic tire and the 
2g-inch wheel was to produce a sudden change in speed 
in 1892, but this is an effect that must and should be 
considered a part of the problem. The old high-whee':* 
sulky was also continually being improved. between 1850 
and 1890. 

“The resulta here given also seem to be sufficient to 
establish another confirmation of a genera] principle af 
evolution. It would seem that each horse goes through 
during the few years of its track life, the same kind of 
evolution that its race goes through during the centuries 
The same equation which represents the result of trai.
